The making of fishhooks is not mei 
ly a trade in itself ; anglers consider 
that it is, properly speaking, an art. 
In England tl 

Hooks of the first quality are made 
from the very 1 1 wire, 

which is turned out in coils at Shi 
field and Birmingham. 

The first process is to cut the wires 
into lengths suitable for the hooks to 
bo made. Ordinary - 
ped off by the quantity with 
machine, but the big ones for use in 
catching sharks and other bi 
fishes are cut. singly with a 1 
and chisel. After the len 
wire have been cut off, another 
operator takes them and turns up the 
barbs by cutting into the yet soft 
metal with a knife upon an anvil. 

Next the straight pieces are taken 
in hand by a workman who 1 
points to keenness. Where the I 
liooks are con ach one is mani- 

pulated separately, being held in 
pinchers while th sharp- 

is given by a few 
strokes. Common hooks arc poim 
with one file, but the finer sorts re- 
quire the appliance of two or tin

If 
lite approval of the "World's Con- 
gress Auxiliary " must he nought and 
obtained step l>y Htep as our already 
appointed committee progresses, and 
must conform to the ideas of those 
who have the power to deny us both 
date and place for assembling, who 
trol and shut off discussion at 
will ; the game is hardly worth the 
candle. Of course, the appointment 
of an " advisory committee " is a move 
that possesses merit without any ob- 
jectionable features ; the issuance of 
an address to the deaf of the 
world over the signatures of the 
advisory committee is indispensable ; 
but we would like at this juncture to 
inquire what other conditions are re- 
quired by the World's Congress 
Auxiliary, before we can be assured 
of dates, place of meeting, and dura- 
tion of eacb session. Tt seems to us 
that the National Association of the 
Deaf should strengthen its organiza- 
tion at Chicago, in 1893, and not 
weaken it by an indiscriminate 
gathering that owes allegiance or 
obedience to only the indefinite 
powers, and mandates of some in- 
dividual delegated to represent the 
" World's Congress Auxiliary."

two days! That is the record of un 
fortunate little Ernest F re vert, a 
.ear old boy who is an inmate 
of the (.'arson (N'eV.) Orphans' Home. 
The BMet terrible feature of the 
scries of afflictions which the child 
has suffered is that they were contin- 
uous and in aonie cases simultaneous. 
His extraordinary ailments have 
made sad ravages upon his flesh, 
for during the few days that hit was 
ill he lost no less than twenty-five 
pounds. Ho is now comparatively 
well, although he complains of - 
pains in his head.

He first mani- 
fested the loss of his hearing, which 
followed the regaining of his speech, 
by crying piteously when the home 
nt left the room. When 
•I spoken to, he paid no atten- 
tion, and a loud noise made, clone be- 
hind his ear did not, startle him. 

But there was a new surprise in 
•ten for the Home people when the 
discovery was made that Krnest was 
blind. One morning when the bell 
rang for the immates to get up he left 
ad, but v/hh observed groping 
about for his clothes and stumbling 
■ furniture. Several 
i which convinced everybody 
that he was indeed blind, although 
his eyes did not indicate it. Next 
day he began acting in a foolish 
manner and indulged in Strang- 
tics. This continued several hours, 
until, frothing and raging, he fell to 
the floor in convulsions and rolled 
about as if in pain. He writhed, 
twisted, and beat the floor with his 
hands. Then his ■peaall returned, 
and ia the most, unexpected way. It 
came in a torrent of profanity, which 
flowed uninterruptedly for some time. 
The blood clot theory of the phy-
